Although your Cashier in his daily statement of balances of the 11th ultimo reports that 
he received from the Coiner one thousand gold dollars, the monthly statement of the latter officer 
for November makes no mention of the manipulation of gold ingots for coinage during the 
month. This was probably an oversight, and the Coiner’s statement is therefore herewith returned 
to you. 


A transposition of figures seems to have been made in the amount entered under silver 
ingots prepared for coinage of dollars — 2,652,778 .60 instead of 2,562,778 .60 ounces.
